THE following pages must be regarded as merely the index to the more full.and 
elaborate catalogues, at present existing, of the MSS. at Haigh in the three 
languages under consideration, Arabic, Persian and Turkish. Frequent appli- 
cations from scholars at home and abroad for the loan of MSS,, or enquiries if 

.I had such and sych a work, were with difficulty dealt with by me owing to 
my ignorance of the languages and written character. 

I therefore, as a Jabour saving device, compiled indices of names and titles 
from the respective catalogues and arranged them in single alphabets, I am 
aware that I have departed from precedent in thus arranging the slips, as all 
the great catalogues with which I am familiar have utilised some broad scheme 
of classification. I can only defend my position by emphasising my open- 
ing words in treating the volume as the zxdex to the collections, or, as I have 
termed it, a Hand-list. 

My intention is, eventually, to print the main catalogues, but at the present 
time much remains to, be done to them. The compilation has extended over 
a period exceeding thirty years, with the extra disadvantage to my friend Mr. 
Kerney, that the work has not been continuous but disjointed ; and it may well 
be understood that under such circumstances there would be a departure from 
uniformity of treatment, to say nothing of the possible changes of opinion due 
to increasing knowledge and learning to be gained in a generation of time 
devoted to literary works. 

I therefore content myself for the moment with my hand-lists, deferring 
the issue of the larger works to a later time. In due course I intend to print 
the catalogues of the remaining MSS., comprising collections of almost all the . 
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Oriental languages, leaving to the last the descriptions of the HATERS MSS., 
a division in the eyes of many by far the most important. 

It is right that I should here state why it is that so large a number of 
MSS. in strange tongues should be found upon the shelves of a private library, 
the owner of which is not in any way an Orientalist. I cannot do better than 
quote some passages from’a letter or “ Report on the Library,” addressed to 
me in 1864 by my father, laying down the principles which guided him for 
many years in the reconstruction of the Bibliotheca Lindestana, 

“T had in my earliest youth determined to assemble together the wisest and 
most graceful thinkers of all countries, ages, and pursuits, as agreeable com- 
panions, instructive teachers, and honoured guests, under the symbolical 
pavilion of the Lindsays, who, with their friends, might converse hereafter, as 
in the school of Athens, with congenial associates in whatever branches of 
literature, art, or science their genius or taste should severally direct them 
to—... 

“ There is one subject of collection, rather out of the usual scope of private 
libraries, which has occupied much of my attention, I have always proceeded 
on the principle that our library should be Catholic in character, should include 
the best and most valuable books, landmarks of thought and progress, in all 
cultivated languages, Oriental as well as European. What one member of the 
family cannot, another may be able to read and appreciate. . . 

“On this principle of literary Catholicity you will be prepared, I think, to 
recognise and acquiesce in the frequent occurrence in this report of books in 
languages very foreign to our European ears, as, for instance, Arabic, Persian, 
Turkish, Hebrew, Syriac, Samaritan, the ancient writings of Egypt, Sahidic 
and Coptic, Armenian, Abyssinian, Sanscrit, and the many languages of India, 
Singhalese, those of Thibet, Burmah, Siam, and the Malay peninsula, with 
Sumatra, Java, and the islands of the Eastern Archipelago, while I cannot 
omit those of China, Mongolia, Corea, and Japan. . . 

“ With the exception of a few Hindoo, Turkish, Persian, and Arabic books 
printed or lithographed during the past century by the English, Hindoos or 
Mahomedans, in India, by the Turks at Constantinople, by the Persians at 
Tabriz and Teheran, and by Muhammad Ali and his successors at Boulac;

_ the great works of thought in most of these languages must be sought for in 
manuscript, and such MSS., especially in complete condition, seldom now-a- 
days appear in the European market... . I am half afraid that you will 
grudge the space upon our shelves (although not so very great after all)* devoted 
to these Oriental literatures, but any such prejudice will soon dissipate itself in 
the purer air of liberal appreciation for which I plead. We of the western world 
sin grievously against modesty in assuming, as we commonly do like the 
Greeks but without their excuse, that all science, art and literature not Euro- 
pean must needs be inferior and uninteresting—in a word, barbarous. This 
is very far from being the case,” 

[t remains for me now to show the procedure adopted by my father to 
carry out the object expressed in his “letter” to me, and I may note here that 
this letter extends to more than 250 sheets of closely written foolscap, and not 
a single page uninteresting. 

The commencement of the Oriental collections was made in the year 
1836-7 during his travels in Egypt and Syria, and occasional purchases were 
made subsequently, but to no great extent. He drew up long lists of desiderata, 
and about 1861 contemplated sending specially commissioned agents to the 
East to search out what he wished to obtain, 

This course was however not adopted with regard to the Arabic and Persian 
tongues, though it was to a considerable extent carried out in the case of 
Chinese works, In the year 1866 the MSS. collected by Mr, Nathaniel Bland, 
a distinguished member of the Royal Asiatic Society, were purchased en bloc 
through Mr. Quaritch—a collection rich especially in Persian illuminated 
books and in the memoirs of Persian poets. It consisted of 204 Arabic, 
364 Persian and 63 Turkish works, in all 631 volumes, In 1868 another 
large addition was made by the purchase of the greater portion of the MSS. 
collected by Colonel G. W. Hamilton, H.E.1.C., and consisting of 303 Arabic, 
407 Persian, and 7 Turkish MSS., in all 717, making, with the Bland col- 
lection, a total of 1348 volumes. 

The principle here adopted was undoubtedly a good one-—to collect from 
lists of desiderata by agents means long and patient waiting, and careful, con-

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stant watching—while each private collection bought entire represents, as it 
were, and concentrates into the moment of such sale and purchase, a lifetime of 
watchful success and accumulation. 

To this broad foundation my father and I myself have made many 
additions in filling up gaps and completing other sections—most of the sales 
of Orientalists since 1870 have contributed, so that now I am able to offer my 
Hand-lists to 1851 MSS, in the present three languages. 

Before closing my fore-words I wish to place on record the great and 
invaluable assistance rendered to my father and to myself during the last 
thirty years by Mr, Michael Kerney, not only in Orientai matters but in almost 
all other branches of the library.

INTRODUCTION. 


THE mahuscripts in the Bzbhotheca Lindesiana, which represent the three 
_chief literatures of Islam, are sufficiently numerous to entitle the collection 
to rank among the most considerable of its kind. Indeed, it may be said 
to surpass any other private collection, and to be equal to the best in the 
second class of those which belong to public institutions, whether in Eng- 
land or on the Continent. 

It should be remembered that an adequate library of Arabic or Persian 
texts cannot be formed from printed volumes in the same way as may be 
done with regard to Greek, Latin, Italian, French, English and German. 
The véry tardy and reluctant acceptance of typography (and lithography) 
among even the most advanced of the Muhammadan peoples, has not been 
sufficiently compensated by the efforts of scholars and publishers in this 
century to make up for lost time. The energy which we cannot fail to 
recognise in the work, not only of the native presses in Egypt and Persia 
and India, but also of the scholars and publishers in Europe, has accom- 
plished a great deal; but the results are still so defective that centuries 
have probably yet to elapse before all the chief books in Arabic literature are 
given to the world in critical printed editions. The difficulty is not so- 
great in regard to Persian literature, vast and fine as it is; and it would 
hardly be unreasonable to hope that, in Persia itself, some new generation 
of scholars may arise and publish during the course of the twentieth cen- 
tury good texts of all the best works in genuine Iranic literature. But 
with Persian, as with Arabic, the gathering of manuscripts is still the 
most necessary and urgent step to be taken, before the collation and 
choice of texts can be made. Arabic resembles Latin in this respect, that 
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it was the universal literary language of many nations and many centuries ; 
but, unlike Latin, its classical period is not confined to a few generations — 
or to a single state. Many centuries and many countries, from the Oxus 
to the Soudan, and from Bengal to Andaluzia, sent out works which are 
essential elements in Arabic literature. Hence the enormous extent of the 
subject, and the necessity that the task of accumulating MSS. should not 
be confined to great public institutions only. 

’ Of Turkish, it need only be said that the Ottoman or ‘Ogmani litera- 
ture has not much originality or extent. It was an artificial product 
which hardly existed before the fifteenth century, and in all its phases has 
been little more than a poor imitation of foreign models—Arabic, Persian, 
Italian and French successively, However, like the other two Muhamma- 
dan literatures, its texts are still insufficiently gathered. 

The origin and growth of the department of Muhammadan MSS. in the 
Bibliotheca Lindesiana have been alluded to in Lord Crawford’s preface. 
It only remains for me to say that a'catalogue of those 1851 MSS. has been 
compiled, but at irregular intervals, and without the indispensable uniformity 
and fulness of treatment which would render such a work useful. To pub- 
lish it in its present form would be impracticable, but a modest hand-list, 
of the kind now presented, may be found of service to scholars who desire 
available means of reference to the rarer texts. 

The mode of transliteration which has been adopted is not exactly 
identical with any other, but it is based upon a desire to avoid the confusion 
which frequently arises from the assignment of different values to single 
symbols, The table which is printed a few pages hence will make the 
plan sufficiently clear ; but I may just refer here to the fact that the combina- 
tions of k and h, and g and h, are very misleading, The letter usually tran- 
scribed as kh is a single sound, for which the Greek y is a fairly good 
equivalent, although not quite so good as the old Spanish X (now turned to 
J). Gh should represent only the sound of its elements as they combine in 
the words dig hand, and that would be totally different from the single con- 
sonant which is akin to the old Anglian and Irish 9 which is here given in 
its place. Similarly it was thought better to avoid the combination ¢# (as in 
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hath) when we have the Spanish ¢ as a perfect equivalent. The adoption 
of § and 6 was suggested by the diacritical marks used in the Oriental séript 
itself. The letters distinguished by single dots correspond with the practice 
of the British Museum catalogues, but even in them ‘there might have been 
a greater simplification. The ‘ remains here as everywhere else the greatest 
difficulty in the path of the transliterator.
